French pro­ 
posals for reorganizing NATO have been receiv­ 
ed with notable lack of enthusiasm in London. 
President de Gaulle and British Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Macmillan m et for a quiet day and 
a half's talk at Rambouillet March 12-13 to ex­ 
plore some of these matters, apparently with sat­ 
isfactory results, although no concrete negotia­ 
tions took place.

The 20 
million persons who file the long 
forms will pay in $30 billion 
As the tax deadline of April 15

One m ajor trunk airline is ask­ 
ing for a $13 million annual fed­ 
eral subsidy 
A second one and 
possibly a third are weighing sim ­ 
ilar pleas 
This is going to stir a big fight 
in the industry and in Congress 
Under the present law. the Civil 
Aeronautics Board can o 
k. a 
federal subsidy to any airline if 
it — the CAB — us satisfied the 
line "under honest, economical 
and efficient m anagem ent” can 
not earn a proper return on its 
investment.

Just what i« a “ fair return” 
has never been spelled out. al­ 
though in the long, long drawn out 
airline fare case. a CAB exam ­ 
iner accepted IO to 12 per rent 
as reasonable 
The exam iner’s thinking was a 
IO-'a per cent return on the ' Big 
Four" and ll '* per cent for the 
"Little Eight." with the overall 
average 10 6 per cent. 
The Big Four are American, 
United and 
TWA. 
The 
"Little 
Eight"—and they are so little— 
are Capital. 
Northwest. 
Delta, 
National. Braniff. Western. Con­ 
tinental and Northeast. 
The subsidy used to be includ­ 
ed in mail pay. but under an 
executive directive the CAB sep­ 
arates subsidy from actual pay 
for mail The subsidy, amounting 
currently to around $68 million. 
is paid only to 
local 
service, 
helicopter, territorial and foreign 
service lines 
At present no domestic trunk 


line carrier is on subsidy. Capital. 
which is in serious financial dif­ 
ficulties. is asking for a $12 9 
million subsidy for the next 
12 
months. In its request. Capital 
put# down i m per cent as what 
it considers a reasonable return 
on its investment. 
Capital may have some diffi­ 
culties in getting a subsidy, par­ 
ticularly if legislation, suggested 
by the Commerce Departm ent in 
its just completed transportation 
study, is pushed for passage at 
this session This is to bar subsidies 
to any trunk line that has been 
off subsidy more than five years 
Capital has been free of subsidy 
since 1951, although in 1957 it 
filed for such payments, only to 
withdraw the request before the 
CAB acted upon it. 
The Capital difficulties bring in 
the open the problems of the en­ 
tire industry — only more exag­ 
gerated in its case. 
This reqeust for a subsidy puts
